Geological Survey of bituminous coal

December 15 shows that on account of 
the Tero weather and the heavy fall of 
snow the output was the lowest since 
the first week of June. The daily aver- 
ag», including coal made into coke, 
was 1,402,504 tons. .The next lowest 
week' since June 1 was that ended 
August IS when, on account of strikes 
in Illinois, Kentucky and elsewhere, 
the average was 1,638,513 tons 
per 


working day. 


For the week of December 8 the 


mines of Western Pennsylvania made 
81.9 per cent full time compared with 
76.2 ful! time for the previous week. 
The Somerset district made the poor- 
est showing" with 57.6 per. cent. 


The dom inant factor limiting pro- 


duction is lack of transportation. As 
long as the soft coal mines of the 
country are idle from one-seventh to 
one-fifth of the time because there 
are no'cars at'the tipple, more labor- 
ers could add but iittle to the output. 
It should, however, be remembered 
that the rajlroads (are already cany- 
ing more coal than ever before in the 
history of the country. 
The produc- 


tion of bituminous coal during the 
inoalh of November was, with one ex- 
ception, the largest In any one month 
in the history of bituminous coal min- 
ing in America. 


The production of behive coke was 


also adversely affected, declining 12.6 
per cent during the week.
